HAIFA. — Port manager Yitvhak 
Rahav yesterday came out in favour 
of Haifa and Ashdod competing for 
clients. But, at a press conference, 
he denied any knowledge of discri- 
mination against Ashdod in favour 
of his own harbour — a charge 
his Ashdod colleagues have made. 

“The ports are public monopolies, 
and I believe that a monopoly must 
deteriorate Into inefficiency. It is 
therefore vital that the ports’ cifents 
be given an alternative to choose 
from," Rahav said. “We intend to 
compete for cargoes by faster, bet. 
ter and more reliable service — as 
the tariffs are the same,” he added. 
He expressed his firm conviction 
that only market forces and careful 
consideration of the economics 
should determine which port clients 
chose, 

He affirmed that there was an 
identity of interests between the 
ports and the clients. If clients don't 
insist on good service and don’t 
send their cargoes to the port that 

poor man- 
agement, lack of responsibility, waste 


- ὁ money and bad practices, he said. 


Competition has quickened over 
the past year, with lower cargo 
volume and quicker turnover, thanks 
to new handling technologies. They 
have emptied the ports of the cus- 
tomary long queues of ships and 
turned the business into a buyers’ 
market.

Rome’s new mosque 
to dwarf St. Peter’s 


ROME (Reuter). — 
THE “city of 1,000 churches” 
and the spiritual capital of 600 
million Roman Catholics is to 
have one of the world's biggest 
mosques. 

No expense is being spared to 
make the mosque a showplace 
for Islam in this centre of 
Christianity. It will cost a 
staggering 28 million pounds 
sterling, provided by most of the 
world's Moslem nations. 

Work on the building is to 
begin in January on a wooded 
80,000 sq.m. site overlooking the 
city from northern Rome's 
Mount Antenne. The land was 
donated by the Italian govern- 
ment. 

The mosque, stil! unnamed, 
will have a bronze cupola bigger 
than that of St. Peter's — 55 
metres in diameter as com- 
pared with 41 metres — flanked 
by two minarets, ore of which 
will be the world’s highest at 80 
metres. 

“Allah‘s cupola will dwarf St. 
Peter's,” ran a recent headline 
in a right-wing Italian weekly. 
This -is not quite accurate. 
Though larger in diameter, the 
mosque’s cupola will only be 
some 40 metres high compared 
to St. Peter's 182 metres. 

“Such comparisons are silly,” 
says 35-year-old Tunisian 
Abdelaziz Bousid, the architect 
behind the project. “What we 
are trying to do is to build a 
bridge between two cultures — 
not set them off one against the 
other. We are not to com- 
pete. We just want to do 
something grandiose. The Rome 
mosque will go down in history 
for its magnificence — and in- 
deed it could hardly be otherwise 
in a city such as Rome.” 

Clearly Bousid wants to avoid 
undue alarm in the Vatican, 
which said last year that the 
Holy See would have no objec- 
tions to the building of a mosque 


in Rome “85 long as its dimen- 
sions and characteristics took 
special account of the special 
nature of Rome."’ 

The cupola wil] be covered in 
Islamic designs and Koranic 
Script on the outside. Inside, it 
will be decorated with mosaics 
dene by Iranian craftsmen — 
one of the few tasks for which 
non-Italians are being brought 


Next to the mosque, Bouzid is 
building an Islamic Centre that 
will house a library, a cultural 
institute, and a theological 
school for Rome's 40,000 
Moslems. He hopes it will also 
serve as a meeting place for 
Moslems and Christians. 
Running straight down from 
the two buildings will be an or- 
namental stream flanked by five 


smaller minarets, making seven Moynihan 


‘This is a tribute to the 
seven hills of Rome and to a city

world,"’ explains Bousid. 

The whole complex, which 
will take eight years to build, 
will be surrounded by an exotic 
park that will seek to recreate

Moslem leaders have long 
wanted a mosque in Rome, and 
the first cautious feelers from 
Islam go back to pre-war days 
when Fascist dictator Benito 
Mussolini flatly rejected the 
idea. He is said to have replied 
that he would only allow a mos- 
que in Rome if Moslems 
authorised a Catholic cathedral 
in Mecca. 

The prime mover behind the 
present scheme is the Shah of 
Tran, who was subsequently con- 
vinced by Saudi Arabia's late 
King Faisal that all Moslem 
countries should participate. 
The Italian government's go- 
ahead was finally given in 1978- 
when the late. Faisal paid 
an official visit to Rome.

Hardware for the scheme was 
provided by IBM's Italian sub- 
sidiary. “Αἱ first we were all highly 
impressed by the enthusiasm of the 
government officials working on the 
project," said the Chairman of IBM 
Italia, Signor Ludovico Biraghi 
Lossetti. “Βαϊ then, in the spring of 
1973, we realised that things were 
grinding to a stand-still and that no 
more data was coming in from the 
provinces."* 

The IBM executive blames a 
sudden exodus of senior tax officials 
from their jobs, which he says was 
encouraged by a law designed to per- 
suade top bureaucrats to retire early 
to make way for younger men. 

The law had left the tax depart- 
ment without two-thirds of its most 
experienced staff. 

From 1973 onwards, nothing 
‘happened. Some 6,000 newly- 
appointed tax officials sat around do- 
ing nothing in what soon became 
mown as the Finance Ministry's 
“Toy Department." 

Eventually the government ad- 
mitted that it had been overtaken by 
events.

way. The organizations 
themselves have increased by 88 
in the past few years and there 
are now 127 in towns and villages 
on the West Bank. :

There can indeed be little im- 
provement in this field until our 
leaders understand and apply 
two major principles: | 

1) Economic policy and its im- 
plementation cannot be left to 
the Minister of Finance and his 
officials alone. It is a major 
responsibility of the. entire 
Government; all Ministers must 
play their part, not only in ap- 
proving decisions but in putting 
them across, and so must the 
parties that stand ‘behind them. 

2) In economic affairs, 
decisions cannot be carried out 
effectively without the ac- 
quiescence and cooperation of 
the public. Whenever economic 
policy is being considered, 
therefore, the public relations 
aspect must be planned at an 
early stage and on the highest 
level. 

In the United States and Bri- 
tain, for example, the head of the 
government is in the forefront of 
economic decision-making and 
implementation. In Israel we 
have become accustomed, for 
personal and other reasons, to 
leave these matters to the 
Finance Minister. 

It is the Prime Minister who 
should take the lead in explain- 
ing the Government's proposals
